Judge John H. Martin occupied the 
mench for his first time in regular ses- 
sion of court and delivered his first 
charge to a grand ujry, which required 
a good while and which was heard by 
a court house jammei with people.

terest it created on account of the many 
strong declarations it contained 

Oldest attorneys, judges and ex-udges 
pjronounce it as being the strongest and 
most plainly spoken charge that has ever 
been delivered from the benches of Geor- 


a. 
wTaing the jetter of the law in every in- 
siance, Judge Martin covered many points 
outside of those usually taken in in such 
inetances. 

The charge met with general approval 
and ft is thought will redound to a 
healthier sentiment in this eeoction. 

Qualifications of Good Juror. 

He first outlined the duty of the grand 
jory to the court; thelr county, to their 
God and to themselves. He minced n0 
words. 

“The upright and intelligent grand ju- 
ror, contemplated by law, @® the one who, 
fn the discharge of his duties, divesta 
himself of ef] prejudice, and who con- 
siders neither friend mand who, 
unawed by power and unbrtbed by gain, 
mothing extinuating, /nor setting down 
aught In malice, but with a singleness 
of purpose and a fixed determination 
presses forward to the mark of the high 
calling fixed for him by the law. 

“No man is a fit and mene see tn 
eit as a grand juror who cdmnot con- 
ecientiously indorse and honestly sub- 
scribe to every requirement set forth in 
the oath.” 

Judge Martin dealt at length with 
“officers and county matters,’’ caution- 
ing a detailed account of every office- 
holder and all other matters connected 
With the county. “I can conceive of no 
greater menace to our republican form 
of government than to permit an tinva- 
gion of the purity of the ballot box by 
corrupt means or methods of any kind 
or character.’’ He congratulated Pulask} 
on the purity of her ballot and fairness 
of elections. 

As to carrying concealed weapons he 
says the conviction and punishing of 
geome prominent man would have a more 
salutary effect than would the punish- 
ment of some insignificant person for 
thie violation. 

“Monfine not your inquisitoria; net to

He cited the expense of long trials, the

nickels, and the person knowingly per- 
mitting such playing at his or her house 
fis as guilty of the offense of keeping and 
maintaining a gambling house, as is the 


proprietor of the den in some back alley. 


where gambling is practiced. ‘Quit you 
like men, be strong,’ and when weighed 
in the balance of duty be found not want- 
ing. Strike at this evfl fn hign place™ as 
well as in low places with al! your 
might. It is not less criminal to play 
for a silver card case than for a plain 
silver dollar as it comes from the mint.”

Senator Bacon's Amendment 
Adopted by the Senate 


In Urging the Amendment Senator 
Bacon Said the Farmers Had 
Lest $40,000,000 in One 


Month During the Pres- 
aed ent Séason.

Washington, February 13.—(Special.)— 
The senate, after a debate of several 
hours, adopted today the amendinent of 
Senator Bacon to, the agricultural appro- 
priation bill providing that thg estimates 
of department of agriculture on cotton 
shall be made semi-monthly instead of 
monthly. In order to make ythe pro- 
viston. effective, an additional $50,000 
was placed at the disposal of the bureau 


‘of statistics of department or so much 


thereof as may be necessary. 

As finally accepted by Senator Proctor, 
ehairman of the committee in charge 
of the bill, it is provided that theses 
cemi-monthly reports by the department 
shall be made beginning the first of 
August and on through December and 
January. While Senator Bacon's origi- 
na! amendment provided for these semi- 


and the. picking season, when the s‘ze 
of the crop is determined, the bill as 
reported from the committee provided for 
monthiv reports. 

Senator Bacon made a strong speech 
in favor of reports at shorter intervals, 
showing the great damage done the cot- 
ton planters as the result of the reports 
coming only once a mont. citing the ex- 
perience of the past season as illustra- 
tration. He said the December report 
coming as it did when the people were 
wholly unprepared for such a showing 


as it made, had cost the people of the 
south no less than $40.000,000. 

This he thought would have been pre- 
vented if the department had made re- 
ports every two weeks. 

Senator Bacon found both Chairman 
Proctor and the department of agricul- 
ture opposed to hls amendmnet, but after 


the cotton crop to the country at large, 
and of the urgent necessity of every 
possible protection of the men who grow 
the crop, he won his point with the 
senate. He showed that cotton is the 
most important agricultural product in 
the country, the largest of all single ex- 
ports, that it brings into the country 
more gold than any other two products. 
and has done more in the last forty years 
to maintain the the balance of trade in 
favor of the Unfted States than any 
other two products; that {it amounts 
each year to almost twice as much as 
al' the gold produced by all the gold 
mines of the world. The most difficult 
ot all crops to make, requiring constant 
labor, still the growers of cotton receive 
less of benefit at the hands of the gov- 
ernment than do those engaged in any 
ether industry. He woyld like to see 
weekly reports, he said, if it were pos- 
sible to secure them, but semi-monthly 


would be better than monthly as now 
| provided.

to all the people. Law-abiding black 
men should, for the sake of their race, 
be foremost in relentless and unceasing 
warfare against law-breaking black men. 
If the standards of privaté morality and 
industrial efficiency can be raised high 
enough among the black race, then its 
future on this continent is secure. The 
stability and purity of the home is vital 
to the welfare of the black race, as it is 
to the welfare of every race. 


Duty of White Man. 

‘In the next place the white man, who, 
if only he is willing, can help the colored 
man more than all other white men put 
together, is the white man who is his 
neighbor, north or south. Each of us 
must do his whole duty without flinch- 
ing, and.if that duty is national it must 
be done in accordance with the prin- 
ciples above laid down. But in endeav- 
oring each to be his brother’s keeper it 
is wise to remember that each can nor- 
mally do most for the brother who is his 
immediate neighbor. If we are sincere

“Neither I mor any other man can say 
that any given way of approaching that 
problem will present in our time even an 
approximately perfect solution, but we 
can gafely say that there can never be 
euch solution at all unless we approach 
it with the effort to do fair and equal 
justice among all men; and to demand 
from them in return just and fair treat- 
men for others. Our effort should be to 
secure to each man, whatsoever his col- 
or, equality of opportunity, equality of 
treatment before the law. As a people

ance with the great law of righteousness 
we cannot afford to take part in or be 
indifferent to the oppression or mal- 
treatment of any man who, against 
crushing disadvantages, has by his own 
industry, energy, self-respect and per- 
severance struggled upward to a pasi- 
tlon which would entitle him to the ré< 
spect of his fellows, if only his skin 
were of a different hue.

The arbitration treaties which were 
amended and ratified by the senate on 
Saturday were sent to the president to- 
day. Each treaty was accompanied by 
the resolution setting forth the action 


taken by the senate. 
The vote of 50 to 9 In favor of the 


amendment to the treaty does not give 
the full strength on the senate on the 
question of insisting on its prerogatives 
in the matter of treaty making. 

There were five pairs recorded, but fn 
each case {t was stated by the senator 
announcing his pair that he believed if 
his pair. were present he would vote for 
the amendment. There seemed to be a 
lack of information as to whether gen- 
eral pairs covered the subject of amend- 
ment to treaties, and on that a number 
of senators refrained from voting. Sena- 
tor Allee, who was recorded as voting 
for the amendment, was not present. His 
name was confused with that of Senator 
Alger, who was present and voted for 
the amendment. The pairs recorded were 
Depew and McEnery, Proctor and Mal- 
lory, Clark, of Arkansas, and Millard; 
Pettus and Crane and Simmons and 
Clapp. 

Record was made, however, as to the 
manner these senators would have voted. 


Cullom Defends Semate. —

Swe Arrests Made in Atlanta Yes- ‘Millar with charity work declare that 


terday Morning — Detective 
' Fails To Carry One of His 
Prisoners Bac to Bir- 
mingham. 


The arrest yesterday morning cf John 
Blackstock, Jr.. and John Patterson in 


Atlanta brought out a story of a series of 


highway robberies in Birmingham, which 
were said to have been committed by 
feur young men who left Atlanta some 
four or five weeks ago for the express 
purpose, it is charged of acting outlaws 
60 as to reap a harvest of dollars. 

The men arrested here were locked up 
et the police barracks and One Was 
taken to Birmingham last night by De- 
tective S. A. Hamilton, of that city. 

Detective Hamilton told the story of 
the highway robberies. He said that four 
or five of the most prominent citizens of 
Birmingham were held up at the point 
of a pistol] and robbed of watches and 
money. The robberies were committed 
fn the heart of the city and were of the 
oldest on record. 

Jim Latham and John Blackstock were 
the first of the alleged robbers caught 
and they made a full confesséon, accord- 
ing to the story told by the Birmingham 
letective. 

Story of the Robberies. 

“We not only got confessions from the 
two prisoners,” stated Detective Hamil- 
ton, “but we also ascertained that John 
Patterson sent the watch taken from a 
citizen to a young woman in Atlanta, 
The watch was stolen from Mr. Brizell, 
who was held up with a muzzle of a 
pistol placed against his head. We have 
been told that John Patterson held the 
pistol. We were also told that Patterson 
sent the watch to Miss Maggie Fitts, at 
No. 157 West Hunter street, in Atlanta. 
Miss Fitts acknowledged to us this 
morning that she received the watch and 

owed us the letter it came In. She says 
she does not know Patterson or any of 
his pals and that she sent the watch 
back to the man in whose name it was 
gent to her.’’ 

John Blackstock and John Patterson 
were arrested on a telegram and were 
located by Officers Doyal, Martin, Hol- 
comb, Lindsay and Rowan. 

Patterson is the man who shot Steve 
Moore in a saloon on Wall street about 
two weeks ago and made his escape. He 
returned to Atlanta a few days aguvu. 

Last Friday night Patterson gave up 
on the charge of shooting Steve Moore 
and was given a copy of charges. Yes- 
terday morning I. C. Clarke, who was on 
Patterson’s bond for cutting a man 
mamed Steerman, went to Solicitor Hill 
and said he wanted to gurrender Patter- 
son. This prevented Deteotive Hamilton 
from taking Pattersom to Birmingham,

THE DISCOVERER OF WAGNER. 


An Honor to Which Carl Bergmann 
Seems To Have the Best Title. 


(W..J. Henderson in Munsey’s.) 
The honor of disclosing to the Ameri- 
can public the greatness of Richard Wag- 
ner has heen claimed by several persons. 
Of late the name of Leopold Damrosch 
has been given with much sincerity as 
that of the man to whom the distinction 
is really due. Dr. Damrosch d'd some- 
thing, and that something was not a lit- 
tle, toward making known the high ar- 
tistic importance of the music dramas of 
the genius of Wahnfried, but the truth 
is that others had preceded him in the 
labor. The earliest devoted adherent in 
this country of the mizhty composer of 
‘Tristan and YIsolde’’ was the man whose 
place at the head of the Philharmonic 
Society Dr. Damrosch was elected to 
fill—Carl Bergmann. 
A hard-headed German musician, 


an 


enthusiast. a military desvot in the tone | 


world, Ard d& determined advorate of 
Wagnerian art was this man. He was 
born in Etiserach, the birthplace of Bach, 
in 1821. and he came to this country as a 
‘member of the Germania orchestra in 


| 1880. In 1855 he entered tthe New York | 


| Philharmonic, and till 1862 conducted its 
‘concerts alternately with Theodore Eis- 
'feld. In the latter year he became sole 
conductor and continued so till his death 
in 1876. 

To him is due all credit for the intro- 
duction of the works of both Waener and 
TAszt to America. He had a hard fight 
of tt. for the suave compositions of the 
classic masters had dominated our con- 
cert programmes, and the public was not 
rendy for the stormy proclamations of 
the romanticists, There !s a story of a 
music lover who went to Bergmann and 
comnptained of his continual performances 
of Wagner.
